Children’s Books 

From the Church Periodical Club. 

Children’s Book Week, in November, is de- 
signed to call attention to the many delight- 
ful books published for children. We wish 
that this particular “Week” might always 
suggest to Church people the Church Periodic- 
al Club and the hundreds ymd hundreds of 
children who have only such books as the C. 
P. C. can send them. As Christmas approa- 
ches there is need for hundreds of children’s 
books, and we never have enough- If you- 
have any you can send, or if you care to make 
a money gift for the purchase of one or more, 
give it to your C. P. C. parish librarian or 
send it to the Church Periodical Club, 2 
west 47th Street, New York branch- 

At least one of the Church Periodical Club 
has for some time been sending new Christmas 
and Easter cards personally addressed to in- 
mates of institutions. The personal touch has 
been immensely appreciated and has repaid 
the amount of labor involved. One person 
said his card was the only piece of mail he had 
received in five years. 

Another Periodical Club branch gives Christ 
mas cards to the prison chaplain two weeks 
before Christmas, to give to the prisoners at 
once in order that they may have them to send 
to their families and friends. 

There Are Others 

There are in this parish of people of moder- 
ate means eighty families who own cars. If 
they gave what they pay for gasoline the quo- 
ta would be more than met. I think there 
are sixty — five men in the parish who belong 
to the masonic order, Rotary or other organ- 
izations. Their annual dues and lunch ex- 
pense would pay the quota. One woman who 
told the canvasser that she could not give to 
missions, all she could afford was a dollar a 
week to the parish, has a car, an expensive 
radio set and an annoying pet poodle that cost 
her $75. —Parish paper 

Where Do es Religion Come In? 

I wish to appeal for your prayerful consid 
eration of the training of our boys and girls. 
We must have the cooperation of every father 
and mother (the word “parent” includes “fa- 
ther”). Can the boys and girls lie expected 
to respect and love our holy religion, if they 
are taught, by implication, that one must be 
punctual at the public school, but 'need not 
be at Church school; that one must be regular 
in attendance at the public school, but need 
not be at Church school, and it does not much 
matter if they stay away altogether? Physi- 
cs is important, science is important, music 
is important, mythology is important, esthe- 
tic dancing is important, and so are the den- 
tist and the music teacher. Does religion 
come in after all these?— Cathedral Leaflet, 
Dallas, Texas. 

Christmas Manger by the Roadside 

Last year the Brothers of the Order of St. 
Barnabas built a large creche on one side of 
the gateway leading into their Home at Gib- 
sonia, Pa. It made a beautiful bit of glow- 
ing color in a drab industrial setting in west- 
ern Pennsylvania. It was illuminated day 
and night, and people came from all over the 
countryside to see it, fathers and mothers 
bringing their children, several hundred vis- 
itors in all, during the Christmas octave. 


Chinese School Boys 

Can anyone say whether any of our Ameri- 
can Church board ingschool boys are running 
a free night School for poor boys in their 
community? This is done by the boys of St. 
James’ High School, Wuhu, in the District of 
A nking. It meets in two di visions, with a to- 
tal of more than 80 students, all there is room 
for. The classes meet from 7 to 9 p. m., 
every night of the term, hot or cold, wet or 
dry, Three boys go each night as teachers, 
different ones going in turn. Four others act 
as principal, business managers and treasurer. 
All necessary funds for rent, light, books and 
supplies, are raised by the High School stu- 
dents themselves, partly by regular contribu- 
tions given willingly each term, and partly 
from the small profits of the little school 
shop which oppeases the usual craving for 
sweets in boarding school boys not allowed 
out of bounds. The school pupils are mak- 
ing real progress, but a still better result of 
the undertaking is the fine spirit developed 
among the High School boys who run it. 
Last year a very poor boy finished the night 
school course, and some of the High School 
boys raised part of a Scholarship to send him 
to a day school for further education. 

A new fire-proof building for administra 
tion, class rooms and science laboratories, have 
been dedicated at St. Augustine’s School for 
Negroes, Raleigh, N. C. It helps consider- 
ably to relieve the pressure from overcrowd- 
ing. This building was a Priority. Of the 
$90,000 cost, more than $10,000 was given in 
North Carolina, and the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion contributed $40,000. St. Augustine’s 
was chartered in 1867. The annual enroll- 
ment is about 500. 


The holding of a “Diocesan Conference” 
in Persia is reported in the London Diocesan 
Magazine. It comprised Persian, Armenian, 
English and Jewish representatives, includ- 
ing women, an important feature in a moham- 
medan land. Friendly relations have been 
established with the Armenian Archbishop 
and his flock- The question of “one Church 
for Persia” has been raised and the matter 
has been taken up with the American Pres- 
byterian Mission, the only non-Anglican mis- 
sion in the diocese. 


Self-preservation may be the first law of 
unredeemed nature, but it is not the first law 
of the Kingdom which Christ is establishing 
among us. Self-sacrifice and self-surrender 
are the first laws here. There is no such thing 
as foreign missions. The field begins at our 
own door and reaches in every direction 
around the globe. The parish that is^ con- 
vinced of this will cease being anxious about 
itself. It will have larger concerns aud inter- 
ests to occupy it. In sending its Jove out to 
others it will become strong and healthy at its 
center Rev. J. C. Jones, D. D., in the Living 
Church. 

Parishes to Aid Paper 

The Episcopal Church of Brazile has a 
Church paper which, like many in the States, 
has felt the need of increased support among 
its own constituency. At the last Council 
meeting of the Brazilian Church, Bishop Kin- 
solving suggested a- definite plan to lighten 
the editor’s burden and increase the support 
of the paper; namely, that each parish or each 
priest and vestry assume responsibility for a 
definite number of subscriptions, notifying 
the editor how many. In case any subscript- 
ions remain unpaid or are allowed to lapse, 
the responsibility for them falls on the par- 
ish or vestry, and not on the editor. It is 
noted that subscriptions are more difficult to 
obtain in parishes which have a parochial 
paper, naturally enough as the latter can be 
more local, intimate and personal, and “every- 
body likes to see his name in print.” None- 
theless, the Bishop notes the fact that parish 
papers tend, not nessarily but probably, to 
promote parochialism, and it is most neces- 
sary that Churchmen should receive news of 
the whole Church. The Bishop submitted 
his plan to the ‘'altruistic, fraternal and 
chivalrous judgment of the clergy, which 
sounds irresistible in Portuguese. 

The Committee on Public Relations, which 
is a combination of citizen organizations and 
motion picture industry groups, has put in- 
to successful operation a plan for Saturday 
morning programs for children. Four pro- 
grams for exhibition to children have been 
made up and tested. Questions about them, 
how to use the plan, will be answered gladly 
by the secretary of the committee. Col. Jason 
Joy, 522 Fifth Avenue, New York.

ing a sweater. We voted to knit some wash 
cloths for a Christmas mission box. And 
after we had a service, and got through sew- 
ing for the time played somegames. And 
then the children went home.” 

The consecration of the new Church of St. 
Andrew in Mayaguez, Porto Rico, was a 
happy event on St. Andrew’s Day. This is 
the third of a series of buildings' erected in 
Spanish style, around a court, for St, And- 
rew’s Mission by the Rev. F. A. Saylor. The 
church has a seating capacity of 150, and has 
also a fine assembly room in the basement. 
The chancel is a memorial to a New York 
Church woman. Bishop Colmore says it is 
the first church consecrated in Porto Rico 
during his episcopate. Mr. Saylor has put an 
immense amount of work, manual and other, 
into its building, during the last eight years. 

The illness of Bishop Momolu Gardiner, 
Suffragan of Liberia, is reported in The Li- 
berian Churchmen. Bishop Gardiner is said 
to have been ill for some months, and has 
been advised by a visiting French physician 
from the Gold Coast to go abroad for' treat- 
ment. Our Liberian Mission is still without 
a doctor. 

The usual three-day mission at Yangchow, 
China, was held this year by permission of 
the Commandant of the troops while the city 
was under martial law, It was undertaken 
with some hesitation, owing to the unsettled 
state of things, but more than four hundred 
attentive people tried to crowd into space ar- 
ranged for two hundred, and about fifty be- 
came inquirers, including the officers of the 
troops sent to police the meeting. 

There are no other active religious workers 
but our own now among the Indians at Fort 
Hall, Idaho, where the Church began work 
twenty-five .years ago. At the Mission of 
the Good Shepherd there is a school for twen- 
ty-five Indian girls, built up after a long 
struggle and not any too well off for equip- 
ment even now. The Supply Department 
provides them with many necessities. 

Trinity Church, New York, which has a 
brief noonday service throughout the year, 
has for seven months from Advent to Ascen- 
siontide added a sermon, to the service, various 
preachers from the city and elsewhere serving 
a week at a time. The half-hour service is 
followed by a half-hour organ-recital, and the 
great church is filled for the service, then 
partly emptied, and filled again for the recital 
as people come in for part of their lunch hour. 

Three Mohammedan women were baptized 
last year in the English Diocese of Trinidad, 
West Indies, and a Mohammedan resident has 
lent a budding for a school until one can be 
built. The native priest in charge here has 
120,000 of his compatriots under his care with 
only three native catechists, not ordained men, 
to help him. One of his- catechists is 73 years 
old, but active and untiring, tramping about 


the district, organizing meetings and services. 

In the town of Do-z-jau-our Chinese Church 
people have organized one society to combat 
gambling and another to oppose the use of 
cigarettes, both on the score of the waste of 
money and time involved.
